DMUYMMMD BT OAMMtME. 

It was a Democrat, no doubt, who wrote to 
The New York World, suggesting that the col* 
lection of all the bomt matches for kindling 

would prove a wise econ* 
omy in this wasteful age. 
There once was an old 
adage about seeing a pin 
and picking it up, and the 
boys of half a ceitury ago 
were advised to save all the pieces of string 
thej found for kites and tops. Those old eco- 
nomic saws were all right in their day, for pins 
and strings were not as cheap then as now. 
The man who would go about picking up pins 
or collecting burnt matches for kindling would 
possibly earn cents a day and find it very 
unprofitable employ mt iit. 

Economy is not to he cles«j)ised, but there al- 
ways has been two kinds o( economy, one of 
miserly saving and the other of econoniie and 
wise expenditures of one's talents*. The Si-rij)- 
tares condemned the servant who saved his tal- 
ent without jir/tiii;.' it to use and commended 
the servant who invented hiti and multiplied it 
tenfold. 

The criticisms nf Kejuibliran t'.xtrav.-tgance 
V)y the Deniociatif (>rat(irs arc on a jmr with | 
those of the njau who lectured the j)e()|>le on ■ 
not savini; liurut tiuitclies. Economy is a I 
watchword with the democratic j>arty. and for I 
forty years it has l»een j>ioinising to cconciui/.e 
in expenditures if entiii>ted with power. Thev 
tried it twelve years u^o and the result was nut j 



a happy one. They expended less, but it was 
more than their income. Their economies com- 
pelled the peo]>le to piek up matches or any 
other old thiua; and patronize the public 8(»np 
kitchens. The Cleveland Administration ex- 
pended more than its incom'e every year, and 
sold bonds to secure money to pay the ordi- 
nary expenses. 

The Ke}>ublican party lia>' not followed that 
econotnii- j»olicy. It has not <lespised burnt 
matches, but is has not had tlie j)eople to pick 
them uj). because it has given them more profit- 
able employment. It has followed business 
principles and encouraged the earning of more 
money that more might be spent for the com* 
forts and even the luxuries of life. The Ke- 
publican party has not looked upon the work* 
ingman as one who should be compelled to 
drudge and slave and save by picking up ])ins 
and collecting burnt matches. It has tried to 
so conduct the business of the Government as 
to enconn^ enterprise as well as economy and 
create work and wages that would enable the 
people to live in comfort. It has been succese- 
ful enough to keep wages on the increase and 
ever gaining on the cost of living. The policy 
of Ftotection has shut out the pin*picking and 
bumt*match*collecting labor of Europe and en- 
abled our workingmen to give their attention 
to better things. It is the better kind of econ- 
omy. 

The last Cleveland Administration was a 
good example of Democratic economy, and in 
four years increased the interest bearing debt 
from #5*5,000,000— where H.\rrisox left it— 
to 1847,000, 000, or more than $262,000,000. 
This was in four years of ])eace. 

The ^^•Kinley Adinini-tration hud to tleal 
with a foreign war and the insular questions 
which followed that war, but it only increased 
the interest-bearing debt $198,000,000, and the 
Roosevelt Administration has made a reduction 
of $131,500,000, even with the increased cost 
of The Army and Navy. This is the kind of 
economy which is in harmony with bu8ines> 
methods.
